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It’s fitting and worthy of comment that my last communication with you is through the 
Newsletter. For many of you that was the route of my first communication, for others who were 
already my friends it was a continuation of communications. The Newsletter already existed when 
I became Executive Director, but has changed a great deal in the last thirteen years. The best parts 
of the already existing publication were retained and improved upon, other items have been added 
from time to time, while others have been deleted. The Newsletter, as with almost everything else 
in our profession, has had growing pains, has survived budget crunches and is very much alive and 
well today. The Board depends on it to communicate important issues to you and even though the 
printing and postage prevent us from mailing to each and every licensee as we would prefer to do, 
it has remained a reliable source of information and communication. Since a mailing to all li- 
censees would cost around $26,000, and we depend on those of you who receive it to make it 
available to others who do not. The creative energy utilized, and the dedication and hard work of 
the staff who prepare it are at the heart of this project. 

My decision to retire on October 31, 1997 was not made without considerable thought, con- 
sultation and planning. My efforts for the Missouri Board of Nursing have always been those of 
leadership and strong support for a board that was effective and efficient in the regulatory chal- 
lenges which arose. The past several years have been ones of increasingly complex changes in the 
profession and in health care in general, creating problems never before encountered by this board, 
The board and staff have become a strong team showing their care and concern for the health and 
welfare of all Missourians and the safe delivery of nursing services. When I look back over the 
past thirteen years, it is with pride that I can look at the accomplishments of the board and take 
satisfaction in my contributions to those ends. I am confident that the Board of Nursing will con- 
tinue to show strength of purpose, constancy in its’ actions, and will continue to give good cus- 
tomer service consistent with its mission and purposes. 

Early in my tenure, I focused on establishing procedural standards for the day to day opera- 
tions of the board, The rapid changes and upgrades in technology, changes in the philosophy of 
state government and the need to do more with less personnel turnover, and the ever-changing 
complexion of the board and of the Legislature, as members come and go, has caused that to be a 
never ending project and a constant agenda item for most staff discussions. As my tenure nears its 
end I can say we have made great strides in that area and have a printed manual which is a-valu- 
able contribution to the smoothness of transition for new employees. Because of its inherent na- 
ture, the project will never be completed, as it should be. 

We and our environment are constantly changing and although sometimes the changes are 
painful, through change comes growth. If you wish for a state of existence where no changes oc- 
cur then you are wishing for the status quo, a no-growth situation, no ability to improve, no chance 
to change or take corrective action against those things that are problematic. What a sad situation! 
The Board and staff have experienced many changes over the last 13 years, not the least of which 
has been the introduction of computers into our daily business and increasingly rapid changes in 
computer technology. We experience growth in that area almost daily. Even I, who was dragged 
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by the heels screaming all the way into technology, have made some advancement in my limited 
skills. Where once | complained about being forced to use a computer because I was most com- 
fortable with a legal sized pad (had to be white paper only and a #2 pencil) and I wanted nothing 
else, especially if that something else had a keyboard, | now complain because my PC won’t do 
what I think it should. Computers deal severe blows to control freaks even those of us who are mi- 
nor control freaks. 

One of the major changes in how the Board functions is the change from paper and pencil 
exams to computer adaptive testing for original licensing. I am very proud of the part Missouri 
played in the initial research performed in the development of that exam, Missouri participated by 
being one of the states to gather data relative to development and administration. We arranged for 
exam sites, found students and others willing to participate in the research, administered the exam 
according to research requirements and have provided board members and board staff who have 
seryed on various committees of the National Council of State Boards of Nursing, the group re- 
sponsible for preparing, administering and maintaining the licensing exam for all Boards of Nurs- 
ing. Missouri has the reputation of being a state that is cooperative and reliable to work with on 
such projects and of being eager to participate. The ease of transition for all potential licensees 
was facilitated by our having been involved in the research phase of the project. The transition 
went very smoothly when one considers the scope of the project and I am proud of the hardwork- 
ing staff who made that a reality. For a national exam, it continues to go very smoothly and com- 
puter adaptive is certainly an improvement over the paper and pencil exams that we once adminis- 
tered. Those of us involved in the business of administering the paper and pencil exams have 
many “war stories” to tell about our experiences in administering that exam. There are a panorama 
of scenes that remain some of my first memories of what this job would entail. We continue to 
laugh about the time the baby mice ran over the floor of the test center and one ran up the leg of 
one of the examinees, the time shampoo was put in the waterfall of the hotel and then all the linens 
were stolen from the hotel rooms and from the maids linen carts and they had no fresh linens for 
changing beds and cleaning rooms. Exams are not what they used to be! We get fewer laughs but 
also fewer headaches. 

Another change we are experiencing is advanced practice nursing regulation. The hard 
work that has gone into advanced practice regulation isn’t over yet but there is much behind us al- 
ready. Board members and staff alike have spent innumerable hours, sweat, blood and tears over 
the issues that have arisen but have recovered rapidly and continued steadily onward. My hat is 
off to all who participated in that process. [ have been extremely proud of their dedication, fore- 
sight and intelligence. The hardest of all tasks is to make certain that the public is protected while 
at the same time trying to ensure that the planned regulatory measures are not needlessly impeding 
the progress of health care and of the professional and the practice of nursing. 

The future holds many surprises for all of us, not the least of which will be mutual recogni- 
tion of licenses by all states so that one need have a license in only the state of residence in order 
to practice anywhere in the country. Multistate licensing is a concept whose time has arrived even 
though it may require several years to plan and implement to the satisfaction of all states. The 
concept requires a real paradigm shift for a regulatory agency to change from the idea of each state 
being an entity unto itself with very little acceptance of regulatory requirements in other states, to 
accepting and incorporating into its own philosophy the need for each state to maintain its individ- 
uality with resultant varying requirements, and at the same time believe that lesser or somewhat 
different requirements in no way jeopardize the safety of the public. That idea has worked for 
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years with drivers licenses with apparent ease and facility. Why not with other types of licenses? 

There will continue to be many changes in the arena of the delivery of nursing care. We 
continue to hear over and over again that in order to cure the ills of our present health care system, 
we must return to a system based on community spirit. If health care is not occurring in the com- 
munity where people are living and working then our system is failing. Primary health care must 
be delivered directly to the consumer in such places as schools, the work place, churches, homes, 
supermarkets, malls, senior centers and all other places that are frequented most be people. Once 
we cared for our own at home as much as possible with the extended family involved and sharing 
the burden. We gradually “progressed” to a system of isolating loved ones in institutions where 
we tried to ensure an environment sterile of all things harmful and consequently succeeded in ster- 
ilizing the environment of many good and healthy things, such as loving care from family and 
friends and a strong family presence at the time of illness and when death seems imminent. Nurs- 
ing care certainly has a strong place in the health care of the future, if the future is as I believe. 
We must go into the everyday lives of people and influence, teach by example, make health and 
nursing care once again “up close and personal”, and get back to the type of system where the 
community is the center of all activities including health/nursing care. Florence Nightingale took 
on and changed an entire value system of organized health care of her day. She was only one 
woman, although quite incomparable, Can’t a whole profession expect to achieve at least as 
much? 

A special thanks to all who prepared and participated in the retirement celebrations 
and for the special awards received. To be recognized by ones peers and coworkers is a special 
treat and one prized above all else. A special acknowledgment and thanks to a truly wonderful 
staff. They, after all, do all the work and make any achievement possible with their positive atti- 
tudes of willingness, loyalty and the ability to make things work. We have become as members of 
a family and I will miss “my family.” 

During the years there have been many boards | have known and worked with. They have 
all been special with each board having a different complexion as experienced members left and 
new, inexperienced members came to us. We have all learned together and have become friends as 
we gained experience, My thanks and appreciation to them for allowing me the latitude to do my 
job as I believed it needed to be done. They have allowed me to make mistakes from time to time 
and have enabled us all to have many successes. 

Now on a more personal note. I am trying to get thank yours written to all who sent or 
brought gifts and flowers to celebrate my retirement. However, several cards were missing or sep- 
arated from the gifts they were intended to accompany. If you receive no thank you note, please 
accept this as my heartfelt, sincerest possible expression of thanks. I’m sorry to not be able to 
identify and thank personally each individual or group responsible. 

Although I have loved nursing, the people with whom I worked and who have touched my 
life in many ways, I must get on through the next door in my passage. I look forward to what I 
will find and to what will find me and I thank you all for your love and support and for allowing 


me to live, laugh and to love among you. HAPPY DAYS!

(b) less due to some licensees being recognized in more than one specialty area and/or role, 
the total number of advanced practice nurse recognitions as of December 5, 1997 is two thou- 
sand four hundred fifty-four (2,454). 
A single sheet summarizing the breakdown of advanced practice nurse recognitions by clinical 
nursing specialty area and role can be obtained by calling (573) 751-0073. Leave your name, 
mailing address or fax number, and that you would like a copy of this sheet. Complete rosters 
of advanced practice nurse recognitions according to clinical nursing specialty areas and roles, 
that also includes licensee numbers, licensee mailing addresses, date of initial recognitions, and 
expiration date of recognitions is also available monthly. Please contact the Board office at 
(573) 751-0073 for more information on how to request the Roster. 

e° Advanced practice nurses who elected to register (Note: is not required) for a Bureau of Nar- 
cotics and Dangerous Drugs (BNDD) number and now have a BNDD number need to review the 
rule, 19 CSR 30-1.030 Requirements for Controlled Substances Registration, for its renewal, 
termination, or other requirements beyond initially being issued a BNDD number. 

Collaborative Practice 

e The task forces of the Boards of Nursing, Healing Arts, and Pharmacy met on Monday, Novem- 
ber 24, 1997 to conduct the first yearly review of the rule, 4 CSR 200-4.200 Collaborative 
Practice (Nursing Board rule number) or 4 CSR 150-5.100 Collaborative Practice (Healing Arts 
Board rule number). 

e In the near future, rulemaking activity will be begun on proposed rule amendment language that 
focuses primarily on the collaborative practice arrangements of registered professional nurses 
who are not advanced practice nurses. Obviously, registered professional nurses who are not 
advanced practice nurses and are not in collaborative practice arrangements are not affected by 
the rule, 4 CSR 200-4.200 Collaborative Practice.

Notice of Invalid Licenses 


The names mentioned in the following list are individuals who have submitted a payment to the Board office that did 
not clear the bank. Our method of “flagging” these files is to deem their license, endorsement application and or tem- 
porary work permit, exam application, endorsement verification request, etc., “INVALID” until they have restituted 
acceptable repayment to the Board office. We have notified these individuals of this action and the procedure for 
clearing this flag from their license, endorsement application and or temporary work permit, exam application, en- 
dorsement verification, etc. If licensees or applicants files are “FLAGGED” due to insufficient payment. THEY 
CANNOT LEGALLY PRACTICE NURSING IN MISSOURI UNTIL THIS HAS BEEN CLEARED FROM THEIR 
RECORD, Please note we accept and deposit all fees in good faith. Due to the lengthy process involved with checks 
and or money orders, it can take from 4-6 weeks to receive notification from the bank that a payment did not clear. It 
is important that you contact the Board office for licensure verification even if a current license and or temporary 
work permit has been presented prior to employment. .

The Missouri State Board of Nursing was repre- 
sented at the Special Delegate Assembly of the 
NCSBN held on December 7 & 8, 1997 by Caly- 
ina Thomas, Assistant Director of License/Edt ca- 
tion, Kathy Smolik, Board President, Cordelie 
Esry, Board member, and Patricia Versluis, Poard 
member. 


Mutual recognition is an important topic to nurses 
and nurse employers in the State of Missouri, Un- 
der the model, a nurse will hold a license in one 
state (state of residency) and will be.able to prac- 
lice in any state that has signed onto the interstate 
compact, provided the nurse follows the laws and 
regulations of the state in which they practice. 


The implementation date to adopt interstate com- 
pacts is proposed not earlier than January |, 2000. 
In order to enter into an interstate compact, the 
state of Missouri must enact language into the 
statutes allowing the activity. Demonstration pro- 
jects will be planned throughout the United States, 
and a coordinated licensure information system 
must be operational. 


This is a major decision, which other professions 
are watching with great interest. In our next Board 
Newsletter, Board staff provide in-depth coverage 
of the topic, and how it will affect nursing in the 
State of Missouri.

A graduate of a nursing program may practice as a graduate nurse until s/he has received the results of the first 
ticensure examination taken by the nurse or until ninety (90) days after graduation, whichever first occurs. 

Ifa graduate fails the examination h/she must cease practicing nursing as a graduate nurse immediately upon 
notification of “DID NOT PASS” results. There are no exceptions to this policy. If you have any questions regarding 
this policy, please contact the Board of Nursing office at (573-751-0681). Practicing nursing beyond the graduate ex- 
empted practice period is a violation of the Nursing Practice Act and is grounds for denial of a license,
